The new order, the effect of 
which will mean tho loss of thou- 
sands of dollars dully to th© United 
States Government ln v lts operation 
of American railways during tho 
period of tho wur, will affect eight- 
een American railways with offices 
In Toronto ai^l fifty officials. Offi- 
cial notification from tho head- 
quarters of tho various linos reach- 
ed' Uia.^iinudlaq agents yesterday. 
Tho now order docs not mean th© 
closing of tho offices entirely. They 
will be kept open for u time at IcumI. 
but the Canadian agents have been 
Instructed -that undvr no circum- 
stance* must they make an effort,, 
directly or • Indirectly, to solicit 
freight and passenger business. 

As a result of the new dj*cree. 
which ha* been issued ut the In- 
stance of W. ci. McAiluo, Director- 
General of American Hallways, all 
travelling representatives of Am- 
erican line*, with offices In Toronto, 
have been ordered to report at the 
local offices for instructions and as- 
signment to other duties. The staffs 
In th© local offices will remain In- 
tact. It Is understood, however, that 
several official* will Ihj assigned to 
different points in tho states until 
th© order l.V'tescinded. 

That the American railways do not 
purpose 'disorganizing their Cana- 
dian force* entirely 1* born© v>ut by 
th© fact that the local offices will be 
kept open for the purpose of giving 
Information. making reservations 
and incidentally cleaning up corre- 
spondence of long standing respect- 
ing freight congestions, etc. Tho 
American railways control a very 
lurge amount of business In Canada, 
th© bulk of -which will now go to 
the Canadian rullwAiyd, which will be 
given longer hauls thun under exist 
Ing conditions. Several Camtdian
